Proving Satisfactory,

In some respects, there ls no bet-
ter way of sheltering hogs In real
cold weather than to give them the
run of the straw pile. Of course, this
plan is open to very serious objec-
tions If sultable accommodations nre
not provided. To merely turn & large
drove of hogs against an average
slzed straw pile without making prop-
er provisions for thelr comfort Ia to
make “plling” easy and death by suf
focation or injury probable. Without
the expenditure of much money or
labor good shelters may be made in

Straw-Pile Shelter.

straw plles. The accompanying Illus
tration will glve the reader an ldea of
one very common type of a straw-piis
hog pen. Two or three forked posts
are sol gecurely in the ground and in
the forks of these a strong rall fis
placed to support the slanting timbers
which rest upon the ground, The
rails are held securely in place by the
straw which i plled or stacked aboul
and ahove them. To prevent all shift
fng of the rails they may be dug Into
the ground. This form of shelter is
proving satisfactory with many corn
belt feeders.

Binding Corn Fodder,

Muany farmers have a handy device
for hinding corn fodder as It Is husked
from the shock In the field. It con-
elsts of & small wooden rack for hold-
ing the fodder and a hand lever
pressing it down for tying. A good
armful of fodder ls placed In this rack,

for

the lever pressed down and caught
and the bundle tled with binding
twine, These bundles, with all ears

of corn removed, are lght and easy to
handle. They may be placed in the
haymow or other shelter nnd will
keep parfectly for many months, since
the absence of corn on them does not
attract rats and mice,

Handling a Potat: Crop.

Use bushel crates, a four-horse dig-
ger, and put the potatoes directly fnto
crntes, says & writer In Baltimore
American. These are loaded Into
wagons and put on the barn floor. We
finish harvesting in early September,
During the late summer we spray for
flea beetles and other Insects that
bother. We do not use any fertilizer
after planting, nor do we uee any cov-
er crop, as the land {s seeded to wheat
shortly after the potatoes are har
vested,

Rolling Up Barbed Wire,

A plmiple and easy way to take up
barbed wire fencing is to use & small
hand cart made from two low buggy
wheals,

g0 between. Make holes in the reel
square to pass a wooden crank shaft
through the top of the frames on the

cart. With such an arrangement two
men can easlly take down barbed
wire; one handling the crank, the
